MUST HAVE KEY MONEY. 
Shanghai—"Key money", an in- 


stitution peculiar to Shanghai, and 
on« of the added burdens for 
the 


man seeking a dwelling place in this 
era of high rents has come under 
official disapproval and is condemnec 
in a recent ruling of the Mixed 
Court of Shanghai. Key money, so- 
called, simply is a bonus exacted 
from tenants en taking of houses 
they rent and commonly in Shanghai 
amounts to three or four times the 
amount of the monthly rental for a 
house. 
"We do not consider that 


new tenants should be required to 
pay more than other tenants of sim- 
ilar classes of houses," 
says the 


Mixed Court ruling, "and we will 
give no official recognition to the 
practice of taking key money, of 
which we strongly disapprove." 


RUMANIA - WILL ECONOMIZE. 
Bucharest.—Like eveiy other Eu- 
ropean government the Rumanian 
government finds it veiy difficult to 
make both ends meet and the order 
has gone forth that the pruning knife 
of economy is to be mercilessly ap- 
plies wherever possible.

in Moscow is ruined. It is a tragedy 
when collars and shirts wear out. 
The odds and ends in the shops are 
chiefly the sizes for very small boys 
and giants. The neckties are pat- 
terns which German dealers couldn't 
sell at home. 


Shopkeepers put everything at- 
tractive they have in their windows. 
Inquiry within always demonstrates 
that they have no stock in regular 
sizes. 


Government taxes on merchants 


are mounting daily and the mer- 
chants pile the tax on their prices. 
Small notion shops on side streets 
in Moscow are charged 
60,000,000 


paper rubles a year for their licens 
es, which at the government rate is 
600 gold rubles, or about $300. 


The news that Russia had been 


invited to participate in the Genoa 
conference came as a great relief to 
merchants who are having great dif- 
ficulty in acquiring- new stock. One 
merchant who formerly had a great 
drygoods store in Moscow and is now 
running a combination shop where 
both old and new clothing and house- 
hold effects are sold made the pre- 
dction, upon hearing of the Genoa 
invitation, that three months after 
Russia received foreign credit it will 
be one of the best places in the world 
for merchants. 


"We haven't any goods. We can't 
get stocks," he exclaimed, pointing 
to his odd assortment of wearing ap- 
parel and job ends of notions. "There 
are plenty of customers in Russia. 
All we need is stocks."

BLAME DEPRESSION 


ON RESTRICTIONS 


London—Governmental restrictions 


are blamed in part for the business 
depression in London in a letter 
which the Imperial Commercial As- 
sociation has sent to the liquor lic- 
ensing justices. Its signers predict 
that disastrous result will follow the 
doing of public houses at 10 o'clock 
as foreshadowed. 


The letter is signed by Baron In- 


chcape, one of the leading shipping 
men of Great Britain; Baron Swavth- 
ling, banker; Baron Ritchie, vice 
chairman of the Port of Lnodon Au- 
thority; Lord Balfour of Burleigh, 
former Parliamentary Secretary of 
the Board of Trade; Baron Ashfield, 
managing director of the under- 
ground railways; Baron Faringdon, 
chairman of the Great Central Rail- 
way; 
Viscount Devonport, chairman 


of the Port of London Authority and 
former food controller, and Sir J. 
P. Hewitt. 
They asserted that "it is probable 
that never in the history of this 
country has the liberty of the indi- 
vidual been more subject to rigor- 
ous limitations than at present. 


"London has flourished and become 


famous largely because of the at- 
tractive features which it has pre- 
sented to the traveling public, but 
the ever-tightening grip of control 
is changing all this."

architects, whose work he describes 
as a "new art in the truest sense of 
the word," are sung by George Wybo, 
a young French architect, in the 
columns of the Intransigeant. 


The old skyscrapers of New York, 
he says, "are not always the happiest 
examples 
of architectual 
concep- 


ion," but the newer office buildings 
erected within the last ten or fif- 
teen years are described as "imppc- 
rable in execution, well proportioned, 
possessing harmonious lines, with 
decorative elements of sober taste, 
constructed of splendid materials, 
finely fashioned."

sight 
of these buildings 


causes the Frenchman to recognize 
the existence of a new art "in the 
truest sense of the word, an art ca- 
pable of making us feel strong emo- 
tions similar to those awakened with- 
in us by the power and splendor of 
our cathedrals and certain monu- 
ments of the past in Europe."

temples of commerce," M, Wyho 
says, "all these buildings are differ- 
ent from one another, butVach in 
its own style, in its construction, 
form and architectual lines is unde- 
niabliy a masterpiece. 
"It is regrettable that we French, 


so ready to welcome decadent art, 
do not even know the names of the 
decorators, sculptors and architects 
of modern New,York. AH these art- 
iKts, working with intelligence and 
method, have progressively 
freed 


themselves from worn out conven- 
tions and discarding simple elements 
of decoration, have succeeded rapidly 
in laying down the rules of an art 
of which we are seeing now only the 
early manifestations and which, to , 
our honor, is a direct emanation of 
our own French styles.

Indian Review, signed by G. A. Nat 
esan, its editor. Th* magasine is one 
of the most conservative of the publi 
cations issued by Indian*. 


Its comment if regarded here as 


Indicating:, to some extent, the atti 
tude of the leaders of the Moderate 
Party who heretofore have remained 
loyal to British rule. It has been 
claimed here that the governmen 
of India is losing the confidence o: 
the leaders of this party because 01 
what is called here its "policy of re 
pression." The editorial writer says 
in papt: 


"In launching a policy of whole 
sale repression- and indiscriminate 
arrests the government has played 
into the hands of Non-Cooperators 
Repression everywhere has been a 
failure. It has failed in Egypt and 
in Ireland and It is bound to fail in 
India, especially in the India after 
the war. Such a policy defeats its 
own object by increasing the ten 
sion, alienating the popular sym 
pathy and aggravating the general 
unrest. 


"By their grave blunder the bur- 
eaucracy has helped to make what 
might have been a partial or unsuc- 
cessful hartal in connection with 
the Prince's (of Wales) visit, into a 
complete one—a result in itself deep- 
ly to be deplored. 


"Surely, one may ask, is It policy 


or panic to haul up men like C. R. 
Das and Motilai Nehru with the 
thousands that follow their lead and 
give them a ready handle for civil 
disobedience. Already hundreds have 
courted arrest and flocked to the 
jail and it is clear that more are 
ready to follow. It would be dlsas 
trous to experiment on anything 
like a trial of strength at a juncture 
like this. 
The way to peace is in 
conciliation."
